Communication 
To the Editor of the Townsman: 

I am confident that I express the feeling of 
a rapidly growing majority of Andover’s 
taxpayers when I thank you for your timely 
protest against the present policy and con- 
sequent cost of maintaining our publicschools. 

It is high time that the present so-called 
“Educational Trend” be duly appraised 
and its issue squarely faced. 

A departure along educational lines began 
here in Andover some ten years ago and has 
gone forward cumulatively year by year and, 
unless checked, bids fair to absorb the larger 
part of our town income and thus either rob 
other town departments of needed revenue 
or else handicap the town by a high tax rate 
and an increasing town debt. 

During these last ten years the tax payers 
of Andover have paid for the maintenance of 


her schools over $1,065,030 besides $340,000 


for two new school buildings. 

While her phenomenal increase in valuation 
has been 11144% during this period her in- 
crease in school expenses has jumped 151% 
— from $60,000 to $139,000 and, so far from 
showing any sign of stabilization, every sign 
Bota to a Jarger increase year by year. The 
Superintendent warns us of this fact and in 
nearly every report seeks to smooth the way 
to it. He frankly acknowledges that “the 
cost per pupil is higher in Andover than the 
average in the state” but what the present 
cost per pupil is he judiciously avoids stating. 
Previous to 1918, — the year the new school 
house was completed — our school reports 
gave detailed cost per pupil and per $1000 of 
taxable property but all subsequent reports 
are conspicious for their absence of all detail 
Sine 

Since 1918 the cost for schools has sprung 
forward by leaps and bounds increasing 
$32,000 in two years. 

The reason for this, our Superintendent 
tells us, is the “general educational trend”. 
He acknowledges that the cost is “immense” 
but assures us it will be more. He recom- 
mends that we build a new school house and 
a new gymnasium and furnish new equip- 
ments and “machinery” such as “a power- 
lathe, a printing outfit, and a jeweller’s 
outfit” for the High School. His supervisor 
tells us “with this outfit we would be able to 
offer carpentry, pattern-making, wood- 
turning, printing acd jewelling construction”’. 
He further tells us that “for the pupil who 


does not care for wood work we plan to give 


work in electricity, such as splicing wires, 
wiring door bells, wiring lamps made in the 
shop and elementary house-wiring 


hanging, inside finishing, etc.

The Chicago Crusade 


Six years ago it was New York. Now 
itis Chicago. Then the late unlamented 
Mayor John F. Hylan devoted reams of 


rhetoric to the denunciation of the 
school textbooks which he alleged 
would besmirch American traditions 


and sully the glory of the men who 
founded the American republic. He 
designated his commissioner of accounts, 
Mr. David Hirschfield, to scrutinize the 
readers and other textbooks of history 
in use in the public schools and to apply 
the proper disinfectants with a view to 
their complete fumigation. The com- 
missioner was to set history straight 
with one swoop and to designate the 
perfect and “safe’’ text with another. 
It would be dead easy. Let the his- 
torians sweat year after year to ascertain 
the truth. Mr. Hylan’s appointee 
would see to it that nothing contamin- 
ating should come into contact with the 
minds of the pupils in the public schools. 

That New York episode looked like 
“the limit.” But it wasn’t. What 
Mayor Thompson is doing in Chicago 
makes the former mayor of New York 
look like a tyro in the great game of 
bluster and pose. That eminent scholar 
and all-round authority on books and 
especially on history books, Mr. “Sport” 
Herrmann, will explore the alcoves of 
the Chicago Public Library, yank out 
the volumes that are dangerous to the 
citizenship, and burn them on the lake 
front. If that is done, if books that 
offend under the definitions of Mayor 
Thompson actually are carried away 
from the huge storehouse of literature, 
Mr. Herrmann will have a pile to burn 
as big as the tallest pyramid of barrels 
ever consumed on the night before the 
Fourth anywhere round Massachusetts 
Bay, and the bonfire will be contem- 
plated with amazement and guffaws by 
all the world, including the sane and 
intelligent part of the population of 
Chicago. 

The job must be done in a hurry, too. 
Mayor Thompson is not the sort of man 
to tolerate delay when the purity of 
citizenship and the safety of the reading 
public are imperilled. The safety of the 
city is at stake. They may find not only 
“King George” but a whole army of 
British soldiers concealed amidst the 
stacks. Mr. “Sport”? Herrmann prob- 


ably will have to scan the pages of such 
historians as Hildreth, Channing, Justin 
Winsor, and Woodrow Wilson in some 
one forenoon. Then he could devote 
an afternoon to Fiske, to the scores of 
works on Franklin, and to the hundred 
biographies of Washington. If he is 
willing to work outside union hours he 
might put in an evening making sure 
that Trevelyan’s History of the Ameri- 
can Revolution is “sound”. On second 
thought, however, we fancy he will not 
read more than the title page of that 
celebrated work. ‘Trevelyan!”’ he will 
exclaim. ‘Who 4s Trevelyan?” And 
when he finds out that Trevelyan is an 
English scholar who had the audacity 
to write on the war for independence, 
he will forthwith order all copies of 
that work to be loaded aboard the truck 
and started for the pyre on the water 
front. 

When has America witnessed a more 
ridiculous performance? Many school 
textbooks are probably inadequate. 
Many half-baked books are in the 
libraries all over this land and all others 
where there are libraries. No perfect 
book ever has been written, nor will be 
until human abilities are perfected. 
The one ameliorating item in the situa- 
tion is that truth cannot be suppressed 
indefinitely. The Chicago episode may 
do more than appeal to the humor of 
the nation. It may produce sober 
thought as to what our school books 
ought to be and what our libraries 
ought to contain — The Boston Herald. 


Editorial Cinder 


In the absence of a Y. M. C. A. ora 
Boys’ Club, Andover must depend 
entirely on its Boy Scout Movement for 
the healthful recreation and training 
which these organizations give to boys. 
Our scouts have an especially ambitious 
program this year, Having already 
cleaned and partly reforested Carmel 
Woods, they now wish to build a small 
camp there.

Everyone has probably heard the joke of 
the successful man, who said: “ Yes, I came 
from a small town, | came as fast as I could.” 

Fiction often tells us that Main street is a 
burying ground for capabilities and talents.

The New Restaurant 


A new place to eat is always a matter of 
the greatest interest and the attractive 
juarters of the new MacTage restaurant at 
the corner of Main street and Punchard 
avenue and the generous hospitality of the 
management on nie nt when hundreds of 
persons inspected the plant and partook of 
coffee and cake have already given it a place 
in the community. 

The name MacTage is made from the 
initials of the three partners Theodore S. 
Michalls, the business manager, George B. 
Andrews, the production manager, and A. J. 
Castarakis, the floor manager, all American 
citizens. Their trademark is the classic 
hydria or water carrier which is an emblem 
of service, 

Show windows facing on two streets dis- 
play fruit and foods chilled on ice. Another 
window contains an electric griddle and 
waffle iron and still another bakery products, 

The corner store contains the main room 
of the restaurant, quiet and attractive with 
its inlaid linoleum floor, panelled walls and 
booths of gumwood with their tables covered 
with white linen and comfortably up- 
holstered settles. The second store is shared 
by the quick lunch counter and the bakeshop 
which may eventually be moved along into 
the third store. The top of the lunch 
counter is of rubber simulating marble, 
making a surface both ony and noiseless, 
As the customer partakes of his first course, 
he may be choosing his second from the 
assortment before him displayed under glass. 
A series of tanks provides for a frequent 
replenishing of hot drinks. On one side of 
the entrance door is the case of bakery 
products and on the other smokes. 

The domain of the pastry cook and chef 
extends across the rear of the two rooms 
lighted by five windows and ventilated by an 
exhaust fan. A huge coal range is supple- 
mented by a gas range for emergencies and 
the pastry cook has a tiled oven and frying 
table fon His special use. A steam table with 
two large enclosures and nine small ones 
provides for keeping food hot as it is served. 
A small refrigerator also supplements the 
large ice box in the basement. In the base- 
ment is a generous supply of canned goods. 
the meat block, and a marvelous electric 
bread slicer which will reduce a loaf to slices 
varying from sandwich thickness to that 
of gossamer lace. > 

Mr. Michaloplos (for convenience now 
written Michalls) is a native of Greece, 
coming to this country first in 1906, and to 
take up his permanent residence in 1911. He 
attended the public schools in Dover, N. H. 
and after continuing his education in severa’ 
well known schools was graduated from 
Bowdoin College, where he made an excellent 
record, receiving the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts in 1926. ; 

Mr. Castarakis came to the United States 
in 1906 and became established in business in 
Dover where he is well known and enjoys the 
acquaintance of many of the prominent men 
of that city.

Friskins Give Recital in Jordon Hall 


Many Andover prople attended the piano 
recital given by Miss Kate Friskin of the 
Abbot faculty and her brother James Friskin 
at Jordan hall on Wednesday evening. 
ncluded in the orchestra were Miss Susan 
Ripley, Mrs. Luther Watson and Miss

The Boston Herald of October 27, com- 
ments as follows: 

Kate and James Friskin gave an interestin, 
concert of two-piano music in Jordan hall 
last night. The best of it they held to the 
close of the evening, when they performed a 
Bach concerto in C major, with string or- 
chestra accompaniment. The allegro move- 
ment had unbroken melody in it and rhyth- 
mic bounce, the charm of color contrast 
between pianofortes and strings, and passage 
work for the solo instruments with real grace 
and brilliancy about it. 

The fugue as well had vigor to bless it, 
and rhythm to stir the pulse. As for the 
slow movement, for piano alone—to a 
person who did not know it it sounded 
monstrous dull. Mr. and Miss Friskin, too, 
played it less sympathetically than they did 
the brilliant movements, to which they 
brought great energy and dash. The or- 
chestra, its members all from the studio of 
Marie Nichols, with Miss Nichols herself at 
its head, played admirably under the direction 
of Harrison Potter; its help in the largo was 
missed. 

Mr. and Miss Friskin began the concert 
with a very good performance of Mozart's 
D minor sonata; to the andante, both by 
their tone and their judicious tempo, they 
did special justice. By Brahms's variations 
on a Haydn theme they did adequately; 
playing it musically and intelligently, they 
made an effective way through all the varia- 
tions but those which cry out for a “ virtuoso 
pair” of pianists, of dazzling technical skill 
and fiery temperament. If Mr, Rosenthal 
and Mr. Paderewski could bring themselves 
to acquire so neat an ensemble as that of 
Miss Friskin and Mr. Friskin, couldn't they 
raise the roof with those variations! 

The concert-givers last night were nearer 
home in Bax’s “Moy Mell,” pleasant music, 
atmospnere mostly and color, with thrills to 
spare, it sounded. In Ravel's “La Valse” 
they reconciled with uncommon insight the 
sudden, disconcerting flights from the Vienna 
of Edouard Strauss’s period — emphatically 
not the epoch of Johann himself — to the 
sophisticated Paris of today. Not for many 
a day before has this music sounded so 
plausible. 

A large audience showed manifest pleasure,

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


BOOST ANDOVER — LIVE IN ANDOVER 


BABSON DISCUSSES WHOLESALE TRADE 
AND PASSES ALONG SOME GOOD ADVICE 


Wholesaler Must Be Expert Buyer, Natural Banker, Warehouse Man, Good Distributor, 
An Assembler of Goods and Fully Versed in Technique 
of Transportation and Shipping 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, October 
28, 1927, Roger W. Babson in his weekly 
interview today, discusses the wholesale 
trade situation. His summary includes 
reports from the leading cities of the United 
States and Canada as furnished by the Cham- 
bers of Commerce of these cities. He also 
comments on the conditions confronting 
wholesalers and passes along some good 
advice. 


Difficulties of Wholesale Business 


“A wholesaler reminds me of the old 
adage, ‘ Jack of all trades and expert in none.’ 
A wholesaler in order to succeed, must be an 
expert buyer, a natural banker, a warehouse 
man, a good distributor, an assembler of 
goods, and one fully versed in the technique 
of transporation and shipping. The whole- 
sale business has six or more distinct func- 
tions and the man who falls down on any one 
of these fails. Yet the average wholesaler 
lumps all of his business together and has no 
special knowledge of what functions are 

ying him and what are costing him money. 

fence, the first need of most wholesalers is a 

functional study of their business. I am all 
the more convinced of this since learning 
that a net profit of 3% is about the average 
of the most successful wholesalers and that 
this — owing to chain stores and increased 
Costs of doing business —is gradually de- 
clining. 

“Another difficulty facing wholesalers is 
that they are forced to carry a very great 
variety of items, Many wholesalers are 
forced to carry from 10,000 to 15,000 items. 
Some of my clients in the wholesale business 
are purchasing from 700 or more different 
manufacturers. This means that these 
wholesalers really can not be acquainted 
with but a small proportion of these goods 
and certainly cannot give any attention to 
pushing them. As a result they act merel 
as order takers and trust more or less to luc 
and the law of averages as to what they sell. 
Of course this situation is being remedied. 
The advice of bankers, the use of business 
statistics, the service of public accountants 
and the good work being done by the De- 

rtment of Commerce all are working in 

avor of the wholesale: in order to reduce the 

items carried and the territory covered. This 
tends to eliminate dead stock, increases 
turnover, reduces expense and makes it un- 
necessary for wholesalers to borrow as much 
from the banks. 

“It is interesting to note, however, that 
after taking these difficulties into consider- 
ation and realizing the burden which the

wholesalers are obliged to bear, one finds a 
reasonably satisfactory situation in the 
wholesale business at the present time. 
Information obtained from a group of 
seventy-seven representative Chambers of 
Commerce, shows fifty-two cities reporting 
a satisfactory wholesale situation, while 
twenty cities report the situation as fair and 
only five cities indicate poor conditions. My 
study of this latter group shows that these 
cities are not at all in any one vicinity, but 
rather, fairly well distributed. This would 
tend to indicate that on the whole there are 
no large sections showing poor wholesale 
conditions. 

“The two states which stand out with the 
most generally satisfactory wholesale trade 
are Georgia and Texas, Here cotton has 
been a big help. Among the favorable cities 
I would specially mention Augusta and 
Macon, in Georgia; Beaumont and Galves- 
ton, Texas; Oklahoma City, Little Rock 
(Arkansas), Lincoln (Nebraska) Charlotte 
(North Carolina), Huntington (West Vir- 
ginia), Norfolk (Virginia), Harrisburg (Penn- 
sylvania), and New Haven (Connecticut). 
Rochester (New York), although below the 
1926 peak, shows up well; while the city of 
Boston (Massachusetts) reports condiserable 
improvement. Also improvement is shown 
in certain cities of Michigan, Ohio, Towa, 
Kansas, and Minnesota. From all these 
reports I would conclude that the wholesale 
trade is on the up grade. 


Necessities Leading Wholesale Lines 

“Further, my study of present day whole- 
sale conditions shows that the lines doing the 
greater business are those which are really 
necessary for the welfare of the people. For 
example, I find that foodstuffs, clothing and 
building materials lead all other lines when 
a compilation of the reports of these seventy- 
seven Chambers of Commerce is made. I 
find twenty-three cities in which food-stuffs 
are amongst the best selling wholesale lines. 
Fifteen cities show clothing as one of their 
more important wholesale items. The 
building materials are doing well in seventeen 
cities, thus indicating that building, although 
on the decline in most sections, is still holding 
up well in certain districts. 

“Although the above-mentioned lines lead 
the wholesale business, yet there are others

which are also doing well. For instance, in 
Atlanta (Georgia) we find a good furniture 
market. Boston (Massachusetts) and Shre-Ae- 
port (Louisiana) report a fair business in 
the wholesale electrical equipment line. 
Jackson (Michigan) is doing a good business 
in automotive equipment. These and other 
similar lines are holding up well in practically 
all sections of the country. 


Unattractive as Investments 

“The wholesale business has not been the 
basis of many flotations. I know of no such 
companies having bond issues which have 
been publicly offered and only a few have 
sold preferred stocks to the public. Almost 
no strictly wholesale concerns have their 
securities listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange. Many manufacturing stocks and 
many stocks ok concerns doing a retail 
business are actively dealt in, but both 
bankers and brokers instinctively keep away 
from securities of companies doing only a 
wholesale business. Yet the wholesaler has 
a definite function to perform and there al- 
ways must be wholesalers so long as there are 
small independent retailers. Once when 

ing a prominent banker why he never 
offered the securities of a strictly wholesale 
house, he replied: ‘Wholesalers are confronted 

two paradoxes. (1) To be a wholesaler 
one must carry a great many lines and 
thousands of items, and yet an analysis of 
their business shows that the fewer lines and 
items that they carry the more profits they 
make. (2) To be a wholesaler one must 
cover a large territory while analysis shows 
that after this territory expands beyond a 
certain limited area the law of diminishing 
returns begins to work.’ 

“The wholesale business is very vitally 
connected with general business conditions. 
While the business of a retailer may contract 
only 6 per cent during a business depression 
the business of a wholesaler may decline 
to 40 percent. The wholesaler acts as sort 
of a spring or cushion which must absorb 
most of the declining business and most of 
the falling prices. A chart of the wholesale 
business almost parallels the movement of 
the Babsonchart, which now registers about 
normal. Yet every cloud has a silver lining.

More- 
over, as I have said above, wholesalers have 
a legitimate economic function, Perhaps as 
they are reduced in number by economic 
pressure, those remaining may develop a 
very profitable business and the time may 
yet come when the securities of wholesale 
concerns may be more attractive than those 
of either manufacturers or retailers.”

Z dealt, bid one spade, A and Y passed 
and B bid two hearts. Z bid two spades, 
all passed and A opened the ten of 
hearts, Z's proper play, of eure) is the 
king of hearts in dummy. B must either 
win this trick with the ace or allow the 
king to hold. If he wins the trick, Z 
must win the next two heart tricks, for 
he holds the queen nine of hearts over 
B's jack. If B should fail to play the 
ace, Z must win one more trick with 
the queen of hearts. In either event, 


therefore, by playing the king of hearts | od 


at trick one, Z is sure of two tricks, no 
matter how B plays. In the actual play, 
however, Z made a serious mistake. 
When the ten of hearts was led, he 
slayed the trey of hearts from Y's hand 
and B also played low. Z was thus 
forced to win the trick with the queen 
and B now held the ace jack of hearts 
over Y's king and was, therefore, as- 
sured of two tricks. 

Z's mistakes in this hand, however, 
vere not over. After winning the first 
\eart trick with the queen, he led a low 
iamond and won the trick in Y's hand 

ith the king. He now had two possible 


plays. He could lead the jack of spades 
or the low club, with the Purpose in 
view of finessing in either case, His 
proper lead was the jack of spades, If 
this finesse should lose, he would have 
a atte in Y's hand with the ten of 
spades. If B should cover with the kin 
of spades, Z should play his ace an 
thus again have a re-entry with the ten 
of spades. If B held the king and failed 
to cover, Y's jack of spades would hold 
the trick and Z should then lead Y's low 
club and play the queen from his own 
hand. If this finesse loses, he will thus 
have a re-entry with the jack of clubs 
in Y's hand, 

Z, however, thought of none of these 
facts. He proceeded to lead the jack of 
clubs from Y's hand and A won the trick 
with the king. He returned a low heart 
and B won two heart tricks with the 
ace jack. B then led a low club which Z 
was obliged to win with the queen of 
clubs in his own hand. He now had no 
way to get Y's hand in the lead except 
by trumping a club. He trumped with 
the eight of spades and B over-trumped 
with the nine. As B originally held the 
K, 9, 5 of spades, he also mace the king 
of spades so that Y-Z scored only two 


d. 

On the other hand, if Z had played 
his finesses correctly he Would have 
scored four odd and game, provided, of 
course, that he had paayed the king of 
hearts at trick one. It is mistakes such 
as Z made in this hand that lose so 
many games; and the sad part of it is 
that they are all so easy to avoid. Learn 
to think out your plays in advance and 
select the one that gives you the best 
chance for game, 

Here is another hand that illustrates 
the value of planning your finesses so 
that. you will get a double chance for 
game, instead of a sing!c one:

He can then 
finesse the spades, If B doesn’t cover 
the jack of clubs, Z should then play 
the low ernie and finesse the queen. 
He should then play first the ace of 
clubs and then a small club and trump 
in Y's hand. Hecanthentrumpa heart, 
zad the ace of spades and his clubs are 
_cod. Played in either of these ways, 


Y-Z can win all of the tricks. 


Suppose, however, that Z at trick one 
takes the spade finesse before the club 

nesse. It will win, of course, bur how 
can he get Y's hand in again to make 
the club finesse? He would thus have 
to lose a club trick and win one less 
trick than if he had first taken the club 
finesse. 


There are numberless nands where 
these principles should be applied, so 
study themcarefully and if you thorough- 
ly understand them you will win many 
a game and rubber that you could not 
win otherwise.
